interests opposed to free bridges, cir- 
culating statements which are untrue 
regarding the situation here. 


Richard &. Edmonds, editor of the 


Manufacturers Record and a winter 
resident of Daytona, recently sent, a 
copy of the New York Herald with such 
an article to the Daytona chamber,of 
commerce and in the absence of Sec- 
retary S. B. Crosby, who is enjoying a 
vacation, Mr. Edmonds' 
suggestion 


that the true facts be sent to the New 
York paper was taken up by Chas. F. 
Burgman of Daytona. 


Following is the story as it appear- 


ed in the New York Herald, and part 
o£ Mr. Burgman's letter to that pub- 
lication in reply: 


BRIDGES IN FLORIDA MARKED 


FOR SEIZURE 


. Owners of Private Estates Face 


Court Fight 


''Word has been received here that 


attempts are being made by authori- 
ties in Volusia county, Florida, to 
seize without compensation the six 
:oll 
bridges over the Halifax river, 


many of them built by New York own- 
ers of estates, who have permitted 
them to be used for the general bene- 
fit of the communities. Protests have 
been made principally by citizens of 
New Smyrna 
and 
Coronado, and1 


boards of trade have adopted resolu- 
tions criticising the movement said 
:o be sponsored by members of the 
board of county commissioners. 


"The bridges were built at an ag- 


gregate , cost of about $300,000, and 
some of them have been In use for 
25 or 30 years. Two biult by Wash- 
ington E. Connor near New Smyrna, 
following his purchase of a large tract 
and another at a cost of $70,000 over 
the North Indian river are included 
in the plans for seizure. The latter 
bridge Mr. Connor offered to sell for 
$20,000, but the county commissioners 
decline any payment 


The 
commissioners 
also have 


morked for confiscation the toll brid- 
:es owned by the estate of James 
Stetson of "New York, who founded 
the Stetson university near New Smyr- 
na. It is recalled that several years 
•ago a New York man built a trolley 


line from Daytona to the' hotel sec- 
tion of Seabreeze, but tore it up two 
years later because of persecution by 
officials of the small towns en route. 


"The fight will be carried to higher 


courts." 


Calling the attention of the editor 


of the New York Herald to the fact 
that the article contains many errors 
and misleading statements reflecting 
seriously on the .character and fair- 
mindedness, not only of the officials 
of Volusia county, but upon the people 
resident within the county as well, 
Mr. Burgman has forwarded the fol- 
lowing letter to the New York paper: 


It is not true that the authorities of 


Volusia county, Florida are attempt- 
ing "to seize the six toll bridges over 
the Halifax without compensation." 
Neither is it true that "most of these 
bridges have been built by New York 
owners of estates who have permitted 
them to be used for the general bene- 
fit of the communities." The fact is 
these bridges were built as business 
enterprises and for the collection of 
toll to reimburse the builders and to 
derive a profit from the investment. 


Neither is it true that "the commis- 


sioners have marked for confiscation 
the toll bridges owned by the estate 
of James Stetson of New York, who 
founded the Stetson university near 
New Smyrna." There is no university- 
at New Smyrna. The John B. Stet- 
son University is located at DeLand, 
the county seat of Volusia county, 
and John B. Stetson, whose home and 
business interests were situated in 
Philadelphia, built no bridges 
over 


any stream 
in 
Volusia 
county. 


Neither is it true that "the builder of 
a trolley line from Daytona to the 
hotel' section of Seabreeze tore it up 
two years' later because of persecu- 
tion by officials of the small towns 
en route." The trolley line was one 
of those projects which failed to take 
into consideration all the facts of suc- 
cess or failure. Competition by river

TO ASK COUNTY DOARD 
TO OIL MILE OF ROAD 


BOARD OF TRADE WOULD LIKE 


TO KNOW THE EFFECT OF OIL 


TREATMENT ON SHELL ROADS 


IN USE. 


. The time is rapidly coming when 
some other material than shell must 
be used for road building in this sec- 
tion and the question of what material 
is best and most economical is one 
which is being frequently discussed. 


The subject came in for considerable 


discussion at the regular meeting of 
the board of trade this week and En- 
gineer Greene, who has charge of this 
section of the state under the direc- 
tion of the state highway department, 
was present to give his ideas as gained 
from experience in road building in 
Florida. 


While Mr. Greene believes that ce- 


ment is a splendid material for hard 
surfacing roads, he does not believe 
it is practical "under all conditions 
and it is practically^ prohibitive be- 
cause of its cost. He estimates that a 
concrete "road properly laid on a bed 
properly prepared will cost in the 
neighborhood of $40,000 per mile. 


He believes that the use of Ojus 


rock, properly laid and treated is the 
best solution of the road building 
problem for this section. Others con- 
tend that coquina rock, properly handl- 
ed, and properly treated with an oil 
binder, will make a permanent road 
surface. 


After a thorough discussion of the 


matter the board of trade voted to re- 
quest the county commissioners to 
treat one mile of the shell road now 
in use with oil and give it a thorough 
test to determine if the oil penetration 
and binder will add to the life of the 
road sufficiently to pay for such treat- 
ment. No particular stretch of road 
to be used for the experiment was 
suggested, but if the county commis- 
sioners decide to make the expriment 
it will be watched with interest be- 
cause of the bearing it may have on 
future road building, if it proves suc- 
cessful. It is estimated that this one 
mile experimental treatment will cost 
about ?2,500.

Neither is it true that "the commis- 


sioners have marked for confiscation 
the toll bridges owned by the estate 
of James Stetson of New York, who 
founded the Stetson university near 
New Smyrna." There is no university 
at New Smyrna. The John B. Stet- 
son University is located at DeLand, 
the county seat of Volusia county, 
and John B. Stetson, whose home and 
business interests were situated in 
Philadelphia, built no bridges 
over

in 
Volusia 
county. 


Neither is it true that "the builder of 
a trolley line from Daytona to the 
hotel' section of Seabreeze tore it up 
two years' later because of persecu- 
tion by officials of the small towns 
en route."

TO OIL MILE OF ROAD 


BOARD OF TRADE WOULD LIKE 


TO KNOW THE EFFECT OF OIL 


TREATMENT ON SHELL ROADS 


IN USE. 


The time is rapidly coming when 


some other material than shell must 
be used for road building in this sec- 
tion and the question of what material 


best and most economical is one 


which is being frequently discussed. 


The subject came in for considerable 


discussion at the regular meeting of 
the board of trade this week and En- 
;ineer Greene, who has charge of this 
section of the state under the direc- 
tion of the state highway department, 
was present to give his ideas as gained 
'rom experience in road building in 
Florida. 


\Vhi!e Mr. Greene believes that ce- 


ment is a splendid material for hard 
surfacing roads, he does not believe 
t is practical "under all conditions 
ind it is practically prohibitive be- 
cause of its cost. He estimates that a 
loncrete "road properly laid on a bed 
properly prepared will cost in the 
neighborhood of $40.000 per mile. 


He believes that the use of Ojus 


•ock, properly laid and treated is the 
best solution of the road building 
problem for this section. Others con- 
tend that coquina rock, properly handl- 
ed, and properly treated with an oil 
binder, will make a permanent road 
urface. 
After a thorough discussion of the 


matter the board of trade voted to re- 
quest the county commissioners to 
treat one mile of the shell road now 
n use with oil and give it a thorough 
test to determine if the oil penetration 
and binder will add to the life of the 
road sufficiently to pay for such treat- 
ment. 
No particular stretch of road 


a be used for the experiment was 
suggested, but if the county commis- 
sioners decide to make the expriment 
it will be watched with interest be- 
cause of the bearing it may have on 
future road building, if it proves suc- 
cessful. It is estimated that this one 
mile experimental treatment will cost 
about ?2,500.

They are the earne 
slightly built structures which were 
built for horse drawn conveyances 
twenty-five and thirty years ago, and 
quite frequently 
they are out ol 


repair altogether and are closed to 
traffic. 


The one great complaint on the part 


of thousands of strangers who come 
here every winter, is that they are 
being held up oh these bridges to pay 
toll. Other cities in Florida have 
abolished toll bridges and built in 
their stead modern, toll-free struc- 
tures. Here the question of toll-free 
bridges has entered into 
recurring 


local and county political campaigns, 
The charters for all these bridges 
are granted by the state of Florida 
and for ten years only, when automat- 
ically they are supposed, under law, 
to become public property. Connect- 
ing public streets on both sides of the 
river they have, in fact, become public 
highways of these towns and 
the 


county. 
The bridge company has 


been permitted to collect toll on these 
bridges for tewenty-five and thirty 
years notwithstanding the charter pro- 
visions which gave them this privi- 
lege for ten years only. The people 
of these towns through their board 
of county commissioners are endeav- 
oring to determine in the courts of 
the state whether the right to collect 
toll still vests with the bridge com- 
pany or whether these bridges through 
lapse of franchise have become public 
property as part of the highways con- 
necting the several municipalities. 


Much more could be said on the 


subject, but I have related in the fore- 
going the salient facts in order to ac- 
quaint the public With tfte true state 
of affairs.

The bridge company has 


been permitted to collect toll on these
